Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 

Reference character "AD" (page 4, line 13) is not in the drawings. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: 

Reference character "LM" is not disclosed in the specification (Figure 3). 

A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims.

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

It is requested that the specification be amended to include the appropriate 
headings before each section of the specification (i.e., Background of the Invention, 
Summary of the Invention, Brief Description of the Drawings, Detailed Description, etc). 
Page 2, line 2: Delete "Claims 1 or 2" and insert --the invention- 
Page 3, line 18: Delete "Other special versions... Claims 3 to 9" 
Page 3, lines 21 and 22: Delete reference to Claim 1 and Claim 2 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Double Patenting 

5. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 
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6. Claims 2-8 and 1 0-20 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-19 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,615621 . Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because each require an interstice sealed by a 
gasket and connected to a vacuum source, a support surface above which lamellae are 
mounted with a drive mechanism to deploy the lamella outwards from the center and a 
contact pressure device having a second lamella (see claim 9 of issued patent where 
there is more than one lamella) connected to a stretching mechanism that can be 
deployed outwards by a circular movement around a fixed pin. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Viljanmaa '190 and '584, Szilagyi '795, Stupecky '181 and 
Dokoupil '759 and '570 disclose various apparatus for stretching leather.
